URE bred Guernseys were worth more last year than 

1926. This fact was determined survey forty- 
two public auction sales that disposed 2043 animals for 
total $663,255.50 average $324.64 per animal. 
1926 the average price paid for pure bred Guernsey 
public auction was $279.78. 

considering the average price for pure bred, all ani- 
mals were counted that had been sold public auction and 
reported the central office. These included calves, young 
stock, mature cows and bulls. 


ADVANCED REGISTER TESTING Pays 


There question but what Advanced Register testing 
pays. When animal with record brings $629.86 and an- 
other animal good, without record, brings $362.63, 
difference $267.23, then records must pay. Advanced 
Register record meant $267.23 249 animals sold public 
auction during the year. Can there any more conclusive 
evidence good investment? Should any person doubt 
investment that would bring such good return? 

This difference $267.23 was not made upon two three 
outstanding animals, but was the average difference 
price between 249 females over two years age with Ad- 
vanced Register records, against 264 females over two years 
that did not have any such records. Other factors may enter 
between ten dozen animals, but not when more than 
500 cows, sold different sales, are considered. 

might asked, the net profit between these 
two classes The net profit would the difference 
between the cost putting the record upon the cow and the 
price she brought over and above the cow without record. 
Let consider some figures. Since these figures are all

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Quarter Century Progress Breeding 


ROFESSOR ECKLES his book Dairy Cattle makes 

the interesting statement that breeders have 
kept the idea utility alone view, and have given less 
attention” than have Jersey breeders the development 
the beauty their herd.” 


Certainly Guernseys are stronger, less nervous and more 
productive animals than Jerseys, and seems that achieve 
this very desirable result the breeders Guernseys must 
have made production principal the other hand, 
the favorite type Jersey cow “‘small and delicate-look- 
ing, beautiful form” with symmetrical head and 
neck, and level flat rumps.” the whole, Professor Eckles 
says, good Jersey cow the model. what generally 
taught the dairy form.” Since the Jersey has been 
America, breeders have developed what known the 
type Jersey,—a cow that “larger and coarser 
than the Island type and less type not 
the favorite the show ring, but Professor Eckles says that 
the date his book “‘cows the American type hold most 
the milk and butter records the breed.” 


have then among both Guernsey and Jersey breeders, 
advocates utility and advocates type, but happens 
that with the Guernsey the utility men have done most 
determine the character the breed, while with the Jerseys, 
advocates type have been most successful. both breeds 
seems that progress one direction has been secured 
the cost appreciable loss the other direction. Improved 
production has meant less type, and improved type has 
meant less production, and for the benefit modern 
breeders the old lesson repeated that great success demands 
singleness purpose and sincerity work. 


The subject immense importance the dairy breeds 
the present time, for the superiority pure-breds 
threatened the vast rising tide improved grade cattle, 
which number more than ninety-five percent the dairy 
cattle America, and already are nearly our equals 
quality. especial importance the Guernseys, for 
are means the strongest the dairy breeds and will 
one the first suffer from the rising

the inescapable issue, for whose decision the increas- 
ing competition gives increasing urgency. Something must 
done, action needed now—what should our 
best policy devote all our efforts breeding for greater 
production make our breed useful the dairy 
industry indispensable, should devote our at- 
tention improving the type the breed that the Guern- 
sey ideal appearance,—or should divide our 
attention and try both directions the same time, 
being content with the reduced gains that this kind breed- 
ing gives? 

With these questions before demanding decision, 
may helpful consider recent history poultry breed- 
ing where the same questions have arisen and are now 
process decision. 


Fifty years ago, poultry plants devoted exclusively 
production market eggs were very few. The urban popu- 
lation was much smaller than now, and the rural popula- 


tion was comparatively very large. Poultry was kept 
most farms and all villages and towns, that the supply 
market eggs was large part by-product rural life 
and activities. Land and grain were cheap, there was 
such insistent necessity know now keep costs low, 
and consequently there was great necessity for high flock 
average egg production. When therefore the American 
Poultry Association was formed Buffalo, 1873, 
naturally turned its attention appearances and directed 
its efforts toward lending interest poultry work estab- 
lishing poultry shows, and fixing standards form and 
plumage according which birds might judged and prizes 
awarded. This standard form and plumage, contained 
book known the American Standard Perfection has 
occupied with poultry breeders the position that the Scale 
Points score-card has occupied with cattle breeders, 
and has been great importance the poultry industry. 
first its influence was good. Barn-yard fowl were longer 
the almost unregarded incidents farm, but became 
objects interest whose welfare, appearance ard charac- 
teristics were studied. much the Standard Perfection 
could do. More than this did not attempt, for set 
requirements production. The standard form and 
plumage which describes admittedly standard fancy 
points, prescribing high carriage the tail one breed and 
low another and even altering the rule the same breed 
time passed and fashions changed. with points the 
comb and the color plumage—the requirements were ar- 
bitrary and varying. One thing, however, was lasting— 
the interest poultry which the American Poultry Associa- 
tion, the Standard Perfection and the establishment 
poultry shows did much encourage, proved 
permanent benefit the industry, just the cattle fairs, 
score-cards and blue ribbon awards were the progress 
the dairy breeds cattle. 


BREEDING 


During all the time which has passed since the American 
Poultry Association was formed and while poultry fanciers 
have been numerous and active, population, especially 
the cities has rapidly increased, that the present 
time the urban population far exceeds the rural population. 
Under these conditions there has arisen the great 
demand for eggs, which by-product rural activities 
can supply. New poultry plants have been established 
large numbers, specializing market eggs and these plants 
turn have called for new strains poultry capable 
high and economical production such had not been known 
before. supply this new sort birds there has grown 
class breeders valuable utility stock who have taken 
from the fanciers the practical rewards the market while 
the latter, apparently still unconscious the revolution 
through which they have passed, still attempt dictate 
for the new productive poultry, the carriage the tail and 
the points the comb. 


interest all who are directly indirectly con- 
cerned with the dairy business, that dairying apparently 
repeating the history the poultry industry. Like the 
poultryman, the dairyman has had steadily increasing 
demand for his product, has experienced also the need 
which this demand creates for stock that capable more 
economical production, and has seen, response this 
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need, the rise new class breeders—in this case the 
Cow Testing work with entire single- 
ness purpose for production alone, caring more whether 
animal’s forehead dished, the score card requires, 
than the new breeders poultry care about points 
comb, but which short time have spread throughout 
the country and have made revolution the quality 
dairy herds. 


AILS THE FANCY?” 


Other influences too have recently had great effect 
promoting the utility side poultry keeping. Advancing 
knowledge disease control, discoveries animal nutri- 
tion and the importance ultra-violet light rays, our 
new knowledge the science genetics,—all these things 
and many others have enabled practical men build 
prosperous poultry industry which poultry-fancying 
continually decreasing importance. not indeed without 
some justification that well-known writer says 
recent magazine article that 


“More things have been 
keeping within the last twenty-eight years than had” 
before 1900 “been learned from the time the wild 
birds from which our chickens are descended, were 
captured some half-wild men Northern 
could forget everything were certain 
the beginning this century, and not deprived 
anything material benefit.” 


overlook the work the great pioneers the last cen- 
tury who laid the foundation the progress now 
nor could without immense loss, but allowance must 
made for enthusiasm when advance industry 
rapid. The interesting feature the situation, however, 
that poultry-fanciers not seem yet know what has 
happened their confusion shows itself one 
aspect when the very writer the enthusiastic paragraph 
quoted, contributes the same time another magazine 
article entitled Ails the Fancy?” seeking renew 
the old burden taken 1873 and unite Business and 
Sport, Usefulness and Uselessness, Production and Type, 
hitching them all together the same harness. 

But getting rid fancy requirements,—the great impedi- 
ment utility breeding—is one the noteworthy advances 
the present century. Development high producing birds 
slow and costly process. Even when breeding con- 
ducted fairly large scale, discovery bird whose 
offspring are capable raising the existing flock average 
production, does not come often. Such birds are rare and 
valuable, and make them their offspring unsalable 
account fancy defects having relation whatever 
productive qualities, would impose serious loss the 
poultryman who raised them, while broad application the 
principle, allowed continue, would serious check 
advance the poultry industry. 

The standard the business world efficiency and this 
standard brooks rival and knows limit. the 
purpose every executive make his methods eflicient 
possible, and the only change which can made ef- 
ficient methods when once they are found, the direction 
greater any way this can achieved. 

What part can type play world such trade this? 
The market requires market eggs market prices—nothing 
more and nothing less. The type the bird which laid the 
eggs, interests neither the consumer nor the distributor. 

The commercial poultryman requires high production 
low interested his birds this extent but 
farther. him one bird laying 150 eggs year better than 
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two birds laying eggs each per year, and 300-egg bird 
better than the three other birds put together. 

The breeder commercial poultry must see that his 
birds are high producers, and one thing more—that they 
reproduce their kind,—and there the story ends. When the 
advocate type finds his way into these busy places what 
can The only thing wanted eggs and has 
neither eggs nor the poultry that will economically produce 
eggs. can offer the sort stock which used take blue 
ribbons poultry shows, but blue ribbons cut figure 
the egg trade, and poultry fancying has been relegated the 
back yard. And argues that type essential produc- 
tion and that only birds good type are capable high 
production, the breeder will certainly answer that this 
so, will get the type wants breeding for production. 
There the matter has become one 
the great industries the country, and ruled business 
because its short-lived usefulness past. 


BREEDING FOR SUCCESS 


There lesson this poultry history which will 
immense benefit breeders dairy cattle will but 
learn willingly, for cattle breeding passing through the 
same phase that poultry have gone through before us, but 
with the difference that the case the 
animal the movement slower. 

Progress the Guernsey breed cannot secured 
Guernsey fairs, Guernsey pilgrimages, Guernsey calf clubs 
and Guernsey mectings. Advertisement can much but 
cannot make inferior article permanently successful 
when better articles are the present time the

There ready market for and 
high prices. one asks about the type cow that pro- 
duces The only questions are how can get and 
enough and how much does These questions 
are asked consumer, distributor and dairyman-producer 
all alike. Success matter economical production, 
and that all there it. Economical production there- 
fore should the one single purpose breeding. 

for did the notion come from that healthy 
strong, high-producing animal not good looking? The 
consumer does not object her, for cares nothing what- 
ever about the cow that produces his milk provided the milk 
wholesome. The distributor does not object her the 
consumer will buy her milk, and the dairymen who owns her 
prefers her any other kind cow. She the type cow 
that keeps his business going, gives him his living and pro- 
vides for his family. More than this,—to any one who 
interested cattle and the welfare the human race, 
barn high-producing cows one the most satisfying 
sights the world affords. want that type cow why 
not breed for production and take the type that comes with 
production? That practical breeding for for 
genuine dairy type, and for breed survival.

EFFICIENT BREEDING 


great advance therefore, which has been made during 
the last quarter century the practical work breeding 
actually carried with domestic animals throughout the 
country, has consisted freeing this work from the burden 
points which rested upon long. course, 
the advance has not been equal all branches the work 
nor with all breeders. Work with animals such poultry 
which reproduce quickly has made greater progress than 
work with animals that reproduce more slowly like cattle, 
but the conditions which caused the change are alike with 
both poultry and cattle, and the movement irresistible.

The writer wished report the observations Keller 
and Tandler working Austria and Lillie Chicago who 
have made important contributions explaining why the 
twins cattle are normal when both are the same sex 
whether they males females, but when the twins are 
different sex, the male always normal whereas the fe- 
male normal only rare cases; estimated Keller and 
Tandler about six per cent. and others fifteen 
per cent. 

These investigators set out determine why most 
cases the female was abnormal when twinned with male 
but some cases were normal. They studied the fetal 
membranes and the circulation blood twin pregnancies 
the large packing plants. was found that the fetal 
membranes rule were fused together and that most 


cases there were blood vessels connecting the blood supply 
the two fetuses. 


Lillie found the connection between the circulation the 
twins was established very early stage fetal life, when 
the fetuses were only one two inches long. When these 
fetuses were examined detail the development the 
ovaries and uterus was found that the female twin was 
distinctly abnormal these parts. most remarkable 
observation was made this point. When there was 
connection with the blood vessels the male fetus, the 
genital organs the female fetus was entirely normal. 

From these observations was concluded that the abnor- 
mality the female fetus opposite-sexed twins 
the fact that male sexual hormone enters the blood the 
female and causes masculinization the female. other 
words there produced the male genital organs very 
early stage embryonic life hormone which causes re- 
tardation the developing ovaries the female with the 
result that the abnormal and the heifer later 
incapable breeding. 

might asked why masculinizationof takes 
place and not feminization the male. might thought 
that there natural dominance the male sex hormones 
over the female hormones. However, this does not appear 
the case and the explanation lies the fact that the

annual meeting the Massachusetts Guernsey 
Association was held February 
the Boston Chamber Commerce and was attended 
representative number breeders and guests. John 
Ames, Langwater Farm, North Easton, Massachusetts, 
president the organization, presided and called particular 
attention the results secured connection with the sale 
Guernsey products. Edward Wigglesworth, Meredith 
Farm, Topsfield, Massachusetts, secretary-treasurer, read 
report which showed that the business the organiza- 
tion returned profit for the year. 

considering the report the field secretary, James 
Harper, was shown that the milk sales had made very 
marked during the year. Mr. Harper reported 
net gain 257,238 quarts milk over the amount sold 
1926. The gross value the members selling milk through 
the association amounted $88,668.22. this was also 
added 4300 jars cream valued $1,290. The net income 
the association reason the sale milk and cream 
was $2,181.95. 

The sale cattle ranked second the list activities 
the organization. During the year two public sales were 
held. The consignment sale held Worcester June 
totaled $19.535 for fifty-three head average $368.58. 
The Massachusetts Heifer Auction Sale, educational 
feature sponsored the association, which eighteen 
heifers were sold, brought total $2,415 average 
$134.16. Besides these two sales sixty-two animals were 
sold private sale the field secretary for total $21,040. 
these animals were sold outside the state.

male sex organs begin development the fetus earlier than 
the female sex organs. Because this earlier start the 
male sex hormone dominates the female sex hormone from 
the beginning. Thus the difference one time rather than 
natural dominance one sex over the other. 

Another question which date has not been answered 
why there not more pronounced influence the male 
hormones. This may due the fact that the male in- 
fluence terminated birth and from that time the nor- 
mal ovarian influence work although greatly weakened. 

From the breeder’s standpoint the practical question 
the advisability raising the females when twinned with 
bull rests the chance the circulations the two animals 
not being joined. the time parturition the fetal 
membranes are not injured and noted that the circula- 
tion blood the two animals separate then would 
decidedly worth while raise the heifer.

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THE DAIRY OUTLOOK 


“The position the dairy industry appears the whole 
fully strong was year ago. There are yet 
indications any material expansion dairy produc- 
tion the near future. comparison with year ago there 
has been increase the number cows being milked, 
significant increase the number heifer calves being reared 
and material change the disposal old 
the forecast the United States Department Agri- 
culture, Bureau Agricultural Economics, for the year 1928. 

They predict that the relatively higher prices feed 
grains and other concentrates this year compared with 
last year will tend decrease milk production during the 
present feeding season, but this may offset measure

“Domestic demand likely fully maintained during 
the coming year.

Another year has passed aad again the annual report 
the National Dairy Council comes before those 
years which have preceded it, one splendid progress. 
New fields have been entered and much fine material has 
been presented the American public the value dairy 
products. This group but eight years old and composed 
those interested dairying from the standpoint food 
values. 

Since the organization the Council big increase 
milk consumption has come about. Between 
1920 and 1926 increase 34.7 per cent. has been made 
the consumption fluid milk the United States. The 
per capita consumption has been greater than twenty-four 
per cent. The difference between the per capita consump- 
tion and 34.7 per cent. increase accounted for 10.8 
per cent. increase population. 

The work the Council has been extended into supply- 
ing information for dental hygiene and nutrition correcting 
deficiencies the diet. New contacts have been made with 
the Daily Vacation Bible Schools, playground organizations, 
the development supper clubs for young women, health 
projects and health courses large industrial concerns. 


brief summary the work for the year follows: Accurate 
records the Council unit work show that during the past 
year 1003 milk health plays were given, 10420 health stories 
were told and 5683 showings health films with total 
attendance 4,930,928, which one-fourth the total 
population such organized territory. addition this 
the Council units made exhibits and displays during total 
8224 days, average twenty-two displays for each 
day during the year. These exhibits and displays were often 
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made large exhibitions, conventions, state fairs 
which makes impossible give accurate 
total persons viewing such exhibits and dis- 
plays. There was distributed through the National and the 
Council units combined 9,143,251 pieces literature. The 
total sum expended Council units carrying their 
activities was $575,902.42, while $180,608.29 was expended 
pended the Council organization educational and pro- 
motive work for the industry.

1920 Mr. Matthys began semi-official testing with the

She still the herd and safe calf with 
the thirteenth year her useful life well past. She has 
Advanced Register record 14511.6 pounds milk and 641.7 
pounds butter fat, testing 4.42 per cent. Besides the 
$2193 worth her offspring which has been sold, there are 
today the herd four daughters and four granddaughters. 
The daughters tested are Ellie’s Goldy Shantituck 111521 
with record 13070.7 pounds milk and 625.7 pounds 
butter fat class Ellie’s June Shantituck 124297 that 
September with 11883.1 pounds milk and 632.3 
pounds butter fat class and Ellie’s Ultra Lady 
Shantituck 185208, now test and doing very creditably. 
Besides the three mentioned above, three other cows have 
made Advanced Register records over 635 pounds butter 
fat this farm. 


Since the original purchase, six other females have been 
added the herd which now consists sixteen sound type 
registered Guernseys which finished the Dairy Herd Im- 
provement Association year last July with average 
8339 pounds milk and 442.1 pounds butter fat. Not 
only did Mr. Matthys have honors high herd but had 
the high cow any age, high two year old, high three year 
old, high four year old, high five year high six year 
old cows.

His cows are liberally 
fed balanced ration and his net returns always justify the 
feed. The net returns, however, rather than the record 
the primary factor Mr. Matthys’ scheme dairying.

Judging from appearances the only part that “luck” 
played this enterprise, which was not founded any in- 
herited capital but upon his own earnings and justified credit, 
was when his capable wife accepted him for better for 
worse (mostly worse always tell Walter).
